Biography... 


The Australian, lyric-dramatic soprano, JOAN HAMMOND, 
is a “household” name throughout the: world. 

Just prior to 1939, Joan Hammond left her home in Sydney, 
Australia, where she had achieved fame in many fields of sport, 
particularly golf, having won her State Championship three 
times, as well as many other titles. At the same time, she was a 
violinist in the Sydney Philharmonic and Conservatorium 
orchestras. 


. She. went. straight to Vienna to study languages and operas, 
after which she was mre at the Vienna Eee to sing prin- 
cipal roles. 


Shortly afterwards, she was ides to appear in London with 
Sir Henry Wood at the opening night of the eee Con- 
certs, 


When war broke out in 1939 she joined up as an Ambulance 
driver in London’s East End. Concerts and operatic perfor- 
mances were fitted in between her arduous duties, as well as 
many concerts for the troops, and in Air Raid shelters during 
the “blitz.” 


Having made d records with  Colinbia and “His 
Masters Voice, Joan Hammond rapidly became popular 
throughout the British Isles, and was greatly in demand for 
concert and operatic tours at the conclusion of the War. 


After a long recital tour of Australia in 1946, she returned to 
Vienna to appear as the first British Guest Artist at the State 
Opera after the War. This was followed by a recital tour of 
South Africa. 


She then appeared in quick succession in all the leading Opera 
Houses and Concert Halls of the world with all the principal 
conductors, in conjunction with recital tours of. America, the 
British Isles, Canada, Russia, East and Central Africa, etc. 


In addition to being the first British artist to sing in Russian 
in Russian Opera Houses, she is the first Australian ever to sing 
in the Bolshoi Theatre, Moscow (February, 1957). 


Her programmes include songs and arias sung in five lan- 
guages, German, Italian, Russian, French and English.
